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PROF, SMYTH’S LECTURES ON MINING—No, XLIII. 


[BY OUR SPECIAL REPORTER.) 


.The next matter to which we must look is that of the fittings and 
arrangements of the shaft for the purpose of hoisting the mineral ; 
and to another question which goes with that—the most convenient 
parti most practicable means for the passage of the men. In some 
cases the arrangements for the two will be about identical, in others 
very different. In the present lecture we will look to the subject 
of travelling in the shaft, which in some shallow mines may be a 
very simple matter, but in deep mines, where you have to deal with 
a large number of people, it isa matter requiring a great deal of 
attention, in consequence of the accidents which are likely to occur 
when anything goeswrong. The first plan we find in mines incom- 
paratively uncivilised countries is that of opening the shaft at 20° 
or 30°, and then cutting steps in the floor: this is thought to be 
most convenient, especially where the men have to bring up the 
mineral on their shoulders. In some exceptional instances it may 
be seen in other places—in the salt mines at Cracow, although they 
have perpendicular shafts for drawing the mineral, they have also 
a large number of these inclined shafts, with steps cut in the rock 
salt at first, but afterwards replaced by wooden steps. In some 
few metalliferous mines, and in the Mostyn Collieries in Flintshire 
some few years ago, it might be seen in use. In Mr. Beaumont’s 
lead mines similar inclined shafts, fitted with a wooden staircase, 
are used, and the horses are led up and down morning and night. 
Carried a long way they cannot, of course, be convenient, but they 
have this advantage, that they can be carried in different direc- 
tions, so as to make a great staircase, as in the lead mines last 
mentioned. In other cases the men slide down the inclined shaft 
on a piece of board, the rubbing parts being, of course, properly 
protected, generally holding on to a rope; by the side of this steps 
are cut for the passage up. In the neighbourhood uf Salzburg a 
whole series of mines are fitted in this way with fir poles. These 
are exceptional methods; by far the most frequent plan for metal- 
liferous mines is that of travelling on ladders. The method of let- 
ting the men down by a rope is represented in an illustration in 
Agricola’s book, which represents a man sitting on a cross stick at 
the end of the rope passing from the windlass. This lowering the 
men by means ofa rope is the most usual method in the coal mines of 
Great Britain, and in metalliferous mines of great depth. Sometimes 
aman will step into the kibble with one foot, leaving the other foot 
free to ward himself off the sides with, and in the Isle of Man and 
the North the men will similarly place one foot in an iron stirrup, 
and have the other free. In such cases the difficulty is to see about 
you, and also the meeting with the other kibble coming up. In 
Spain both officers and men are lowered by the rope, sitting with 
one leg through a loop in the rope; and they have also a very pru- 
dent rule in those parts, that besides the one rope in which he sits 
the man going down shall have another loop round his chest, so that 
in case of loosing his hold he will not fall. We may, however, look 
more particularly at the ladders in metalliferous mines both in this 
and other countries, which when properly put up have formed a 
very convenient method where the depths are moderate. In the 
North of England it is commonly the case that instead of ladders 
they have stemples of small diameter, while near the top of the 
shaft, if the ground stands in walling, they will stick in some pieccs 
of wood. The difficulty of keeping your candle alight as you lower 
yourself from one piece to the next adds to the inconvenience, and 
to have to travel thus for any great distance would not only be very 
risky but fatiguing. This isa plan by no means to be recommended, 
and would be incompatible with a large number of men travelling 
through the shaft. 

There is another method which, the lecturer was glad to say, is 
seldom to be seenin this country any longer, and is becoming rarer 
on the Continent—that of putting cross steps to a single longitu- 
dinal piece of wood, and making what they calla ladder. These 
suspended one after another were apt to get broken up, and hanging 
vertically they threw a great strain on the chest and heart; and it 
cannot be looked upon in any other light except as an indication 
of a method of great rudeness. Ladders used for the principal 
travelling in mines are formed of two cheek pieces, almost invari- 
ably rectangular, set at 12 tol4in. apart. Thesteps in this country 
are generally round, and thickened in the middle, more commonly 
they are of flat wood; they must be of such form as to give great 
strength, and yet not be too thick to be grasped by the fingers, Of 
late years, both in Great Britain and on the Continent, but more 
especially with us, wooden rings have been replaced by iron, and some 
people say they can be more readily grasped. The lecturer doubted 
whether this was not very much the effect of habit; but there is 
no doubt that when iron ladders are used in countries where

With a suitably inclined ladder, the centre of gravity of a man 
climbing up falls between his feet, and is thus supported, and if 
one step should break he has still hold of the others, since it is a 
rule that you should not let one step go till you have firm hold of 
another. Whereas on a vertical ladder the centre of gravity falls 
outside the ladder, the man is obliged to pull himself up by the 
muscles of his arms and chest, so that there is agreat strain thrown 
on these muscles, and if a step breaks he is left unsupported. It 
is not inexplicable, therefore, why diseases of the chest and early 
deaths are common amongst miners, It is generaily said that this 
position of the ladders is necessary frum want of room in the shaft ; 
such might be the case in some of the old shafts, perhaps, but there 
is very little excuse for this sort of thing at the present day, and 
if the shaft be narrow all that has to be done is to make the inclined 
ladders shorter. 

With inclined ladders the foot of each ladder rests on one side of 
a sollar, or stage, on the other side is a man-hole, through which 
the head of the next ladder comes. By this means if a man drops 
a tool or anything they fall no further than the first stage. Ina 
medium shaft there is no occasion ‘o shorten the ladders too much, 
between 2 and 3 fms. being very common; the former size is often 
seen in the Harz, and the men seem always to be getting on and off 
the ladders, but the momentary change of position is very advanta- 
geous and relieving. Now and then in passing a piece of machi- 
nery it may be necessary to have a vertical ladder, but generally 
speaking it will only be for a fathom or two. At certain intervals 
it may be well to have distance pieces in the ladder, a longer ring 
passing through the cheeks, and being fastened by means of a nut 
or cross piece, And, again, to prevent the ladder swinging a strut 
may be placed against the wall and against the side of the ladder, 
The sollars require careful attention; in a mine subject to dry rot 
the accumulation of three or four men on one of them may cause 
it to give way. Here and there, especially in woody countries, 
what are sometimes called sump ladders are used, being long logs 
of wood, with steps cut into the sides, and these may come in very 
useful for rough usage. In blasting and sinking a shaft chain lad-

The CHAIRMAN said: Gentlemen, this is a meeting for the pur- 
pose of confirming tha resolution which was passed at the extraor- 
dinary general meeting of shareholders held on Aug. 8, 1876. At 
that meeting a resolution was passed for the purpose of enabling us, 
without calling a general meeting of shareholders, to declare quar- 
terly interim dividends. I explained very fully at that meeting the 
reason we had for asking the shareholders to pass that resolution. 
It was a resolution, I should say, to alter the Articles of Associa- 
tion, which in that respect required a meeting of shareholders at 
every declaration of dividend. I need not go into all the details 
to-day, but this meeting is for the purpose of confirming, according 
to the Companies Act, the resolution we passed at that meeting. 
Therefore, the resolution I now propose is—* That the resolution 
passed at the extraordinary general meeting of shareholders of the 
company, held on Aug. 8, 1876, be, and the sameis hereby, confirmed.” 
As regards the news from the mine, that is perfectly satisfactory as 
regards the produce of the company’s property. The profit is 12400. 
odd, after payment of all expenses, and we are told by the agent at the 
mine that if we had sold the gold in the country the profit on the mine 
cost would have been at least 1500/. The Silencio Mine is not yet in 
work, and this profit, therefore, arises from the mines in the com- 
pany’s possession, or leased by the tributers.

SANDWELL PARK COLLIERY COMPANY. 


The ordinary general meeting of shareholders was held at the col’ 
liery, on Tuesday,—Mr. P. D. BENNETT in the chair. 

Mr. JAMeEs A. THOMAS (the secretary) read the notice convening 
the meeting, and the directors’ report, of which the subjoined is an 
extract, was submitted :— 

During the past year every possible exertion has been continued to be used in 
pressing the works and plant towards completion, and they are now in that state 
of advancement which will enable the shareholders to judge of their fitness for the 
purposes of the undertaking. The explorations now extend to a distance of about 
900 yards north and south, and 600 yards east and west, thus proving, as fur as 
mining engineering can testify, about an area of 110 acres of excellent Thick coal 
and other mines, and affording an encouraging prospect of their extending beyond 
this. The explorations north and east will be continued as rapidly as possible, 
since upon their continued success or otherwise will depend the policy which the 
directors will recommend the shareholders to adopt in regard to the second portion 
of the estate. The directors keep prominently in view the desirability of putting 
coal into the market at the earliest possible moment, so thit the shareholders may 
commence to receive a return on the capital they haveinvested. Tothis end every- 
thing is being subordinated, and your directors believe that by Christmas next the 
works will beso far completed as to enable them to enter upon that phase of the 
undertaking, which will be both pleasant and profitable. The negociations with 
the Great Western Railway Company, referred to in last year’s report, have been 
concluded on the condition that the railway company should only execute that 
part of the work which comes under the cognisance of the Board of Trade, and 
that this coinpany perform all the remainder. Under this arrangement the work 
has proceeded, and a large saving has been and will be effected. his siding will 
be completed in a few weeks, as will also the canal basin and siding on the Birming 
ham Canal. The cost of the undertaking up to June 30 was close upon 84,000/, 
The expenditure of this large sum has been directed with every practicable vigi- 
lance, and your directors believe that, although the works are of so costly a cha- 
racter, they will be amply justified and recouped by the large area of mines which 
it is intended to exhaust by their means. The amount of uncalled capital and 
calls in arrear on June 30 was about 13,000/.—a sum which the directors will en- 
deavour to make sufficient to complete the plant, &c., up to the point of putting 
coals into the market. 

The CHAIRMAN thought he might fairly congratulate the share- 
holders on the near completion of the works, and, so far as this first 
plant was concerned, the near approach of the time when they should 
have attained the object of the company—to raise for sale the largest 
quantity of coal, and realise for it the largest profit that the markets 
and other circumstances would afford. Whatever the result might 
be, he was sure that everything had been done that the nature of 
the undertaking would permit, and that they might fairly and fully 
lay claim to the reward due to faithful stewardship. The works 
had certainly cost more and occupied a longer time in the execu- 
tion than he anticipated, but surprises and disappointments seemed 
to be inherent in mining operations, The surface works were greatly 
retarded by the weather during the last winter, and especially prevented the engine- 
house from being got ready for the engine as soon as it otherwise would have been. 
This, however, was rendered less important since the underground workings had 
occupied longer than was expected, and the whole would now be finished almost 
simultaneously. With regard to the question as to the mode of dealing with the 
second estate, the directors were anxious to advise as soon as they saw their way. 
There were, of course, several alternative methods of dealing with the question, 
among which he mentioned—1. The development of the whole estate of the pre- 
sent company, issuing fresh capital from time to time, as it may be necessary, and 
as new plants were found to be advisable.—2, Developing a portion of the estate 
by the present company, and sub-letting at an improvsd royalty another portion. 
—3. Sub-lettingatan improved royalty the whole of the estate. With regard to their 
developing the whole of the estate themselves, the shareholders must not fail to 
bear in mind that their enterprise was essentially experimental, if not speculative, 
for, as prudent men, they must feel their way from step to step, and only act as 
they obtained sufficiently certain data to justify their doing so. Thus, when they 
had driven the contemplated additional 1000 yards northward, they might see their 
way to recommend the putting down of a second plant toattack the estate at that 
point; but they must, as far as they could see at present, wait for explorations 
from that second plant before they would be safe in putting down a third, and so 
on to probably a fourth, which would exhaust the whole of the estate. Bearing 
these facts iu mind, he apprehended that fora second plant they might create 
fresh capital—say, for a similar amount to their present one—and that capital would 
be offered or allotted to the existing shareholders share for share, who would 
either hold their allotments or sell them, as best suited their opinions or arrange- 
ments. It might be possible—instead of issuing the new shares, as he had inti- 
mated—to fix the estate at a given value, and then let each existing shareholder 
take his allotment either in money or shares, as he might prefer. That would in- 
volve an arrangement which would secure their having the funds wherewith to pay 
retiring sharehoiders ; but it would, probably, be found to be impracticable. He 
explained that sub letting involved their creating a competitor in the sale of coal— 
it involved, also, surface and other rights, to reconcile which would afford mate 
rials for difficulties, which, however, might be got over. It would supply ques 





tions as to mining operations which, while they were not insuperable, were ele- | 


ments to take into account. There was the further consideration that, in sub 
letting, a distinct board of directors would be requisite, and additional expense 
thrown upon the undertaking. The entire sub-letting of the estate could be con- 
sidered after they had driven out the 1000 yards, and then only for the reason he 
had mentioned, and the arrangement could be made with one or more companies 
is it might be found advantageous to the interest of the shareholders. They hoped 
to be able to put coals into the market by Christmas next, and only regretted that 
the state of trade was such as to prevent their being very sanguine. They hoped 
to make the best terms, and trusted that an improved state of trade was not far 
off. The quantity of coal raised by the company since that first discovered in the 
gateroads had been about 17,000 tons, 5500 tons of which had been sold, whilst the 
remainder had been used for consumption at the works. In the finding of their 
own materials, in this and other respects, a great saving had been effected. , 
cencluded by formally moving the reception and adoption of the report and 
balanoe-sheet. 


Mr. JAMES BrIssELL seconded the motion, which was put to the meeting and 
carried unanimously, 

Mr. Henry Joinson then read his report upon the progress made and opera- 
tions going on. At the date of the last meeting, in the No. 1 or trial shaft, there 
had been 1100 yards of exploring gateroads driven in the thick coal in different 
directions from the pit bottom. Since that time this has been increased to 2668 

yards in the whole. This includes a gateroad driven to the north, nearly on the 
evel and down the central part of the estate for a length of 881 yards, or 834 yards 
| as the crow flies from the pit bottom. The back of this road is 170 yards in the 
| Park, at which point the coal is nearly 8! yards thick, and the extension of this 
| road will be resumed as soon as circumstances will permit. A pair of roads have 
also been driven to the west towards the old coal fields for a distance of 360 yards, 
wherethe boundary has beeu reached, and the first side of work has just commenced 
to be opened off. These roads rise about lin 7. A pair of roads are in progress to 
the east, or towards Birmingham; one of them is now driven in 230 yards, and 
dips about lin 7. This road is being pushed forward in order to reach the ex- 
treme deep boundary of the estate. A pair of roads have also been driven to the 
south about 60 yards, and these will be resumed as soon as circumstances will 
permit, but he considers the completion of the north and east roads of greater im- 
portance than the exploration of the south, and these he intends to push forward, 
for the reason that the north road will prove a considerable portion of the remain- 
ing 1515 acres which the company have the option of taking during the next two 
years. And the east roads being at right angles with and to the deep of thenorth 
road, every yard forward of the east road goes to prove a considerable quantity on 
the basset. This road has still to be driven about 200 yards to the deep boundary. 
In all the roadiny previously described the quality of the coal may be taken asa 
fair average sample of the West Bromwich Thick coal, and the average thickness 
at about 8 yards. Some minor faults and dislocations have been met with, but 
none of any importance, or to lead him to feel any diminution of confidence in 
the undertaking. The second shaft, 15 ft. in diameter, which at the last annual 
meeting had been sunk toa depth of 247 yards, has now been completed to the same 
depth as No, 1 pit—namely, 425 yards—the whole having occupied in sinking one 
year and nine monthsonly. At the bottom of this pit a very strong inverted brick 
archway, 20 ft. wide and 16 ft. high, has been put in, and is being continued for 
the purpose of affording the means of making a large output. The shaft bottom 
is belled out to 20 ft. in diameter, and groined into the 20 archway. This part of 
the work has oceupied considerable time and has been very expensive, the walls 
being from 3 to 6 ft. thick, the heaving character of the strata below the coal render- 
ing this strength necessary, but this brick archway will prove less costly in the end 
than timber propping. All the appointments about the pit bottom necessary for 
a large output are not yet completed, but are being pushed forward night and day, 
and will soon be ready for use. The slack from the exploring roads during the 
12 months has been consumed under the five boilers, and so saved the cost of buy- 
ing and heavy haulage, and the coals have been sold land sale, and realised about 
150.7., which bas gone towards working expenses. The new pair of high-pressure 
horizontal direct acting winding engiues (by Messrs. Coupe, of Wigan), with 36-in, 
cylinders, 6 ft. stroke, 18 ft. drum, and eight boilers, 40 ft. by 5 ft. 6 in., with the 
holler seating and stack, 203 ft. high, 8 ft. square in the clear inside, and the en- 
gine-house are now all nearly completed and ready for use. The new double pit 
frame, 60 ft. high, mounted with two 16-ft. pulleys, is now erected and nearly 
ready for use, and as soon as the sump is sunk in the 15 fe : it, this pit will be 
ready for winding coal. The hauling engine, to work an endless chain tramway to 
canal wharf, is completed and ready for use. This engine has been utilised as an 
auxiliary engine in completing the sinking of the No. 2 pit. The 600 yards of 
tramway to canal wharf, with bridge at Roebuck Lane and tunnel 35 yards long 
at the spoil bank have been completed. Five boats’ length of wharfage (equal to 
10 boats) have been constructed on the Wolverhampton level of the Birmingham 
Canal Navigation, and are almost ready for use. Arrangements are mide to put 
in two additional boats’ length (equal four) in the first week of September, which 
will make equal to 14 boats’ accommodation in all. A new railway siding 660 
yards long, equal to 500 tons per day, is in course of construction on the main line 
of the Great Western Railway, about 80 yards from the pit, and will be completed 
in a few weeks. The directors being unable to accept the terms of the Great 
Western Railway Company for its construction, decided upon executing the work 
themselves, and having made contracts for the materials and earthwork at reduced 
prices, will effect a considerable saving in the end, and the permanent way will be 
entirely new, in lieu of second-hand. The new range of stabling, store room, 
blacksmiths’ and carpenters’ shops, and saw mill, are now nearly completed. No 
very serious accident or loss of life had occurred during the Jast 12 months. 

Mr. SLATER said that the shareholders were not only interested that day in 
hearing of the gratifying success which had attended the present undertaking, 
but in listening to the proposals for a future scheme of development. As to the 
management of the colliery, they had in it great reason for gratification ; aud upon 
referring to this fact their attention was naturally directed to Mr. Johnson, for it 
was to him they were indebted for much of thesuccess of thecompany. He should 
tell them, too, that Mr. Johnson was the largest shareholder, and had devoted the 
best of his energies and the best of his skill to that concern, and had shown the 
most commendable zeal in an endeavour to make that one of the most brilliant suc- 
cesses they had ever seen in South Staffordshire. Noman had so large a stake in 
the undertaking, no one had ever been more devoted to it, or more instrumental 
in promoting its success, and he considered it would be a graceful act on the part 
of the company to place Mr. Jolinson in the position he deserved to occupy—that 
of a director. 

The CHAIRMAN said that with regard to the ultimate development of the un- 
dertaking, assuming, as he hoped they might, that a considerable portion under 
that estate will be found to be thick coal, of course it became a very great question 
as to what was to be done withit. Now, amongst their shareholders they had 
a number of large consumers of coal, and it was of the first importance that, aa 
far as practicable, they should aid in the development of that colliery by using the 
coal at their own places of business. Every shareholder should do all he could 
to encourage the sale of the coal, of which they would have a very large quan- 
tity to dispose. They could hardly realise the enormous quantity it would be ne- 
cessary for them to put into the market in order to exhaust that great coal field 
within the terms of thelease. It would be requisie, the might tell them, to put into 
the market upwards of 20,000 tons per week. It was important, then, that they 
shon!d not only have the means of raising it, but also of getting rid of it. Whilst 
the directors are taking care of their interests, it devolved upon the shareholders 
to do their part outside by encouraging the sale of the immense amount of coal 
they hoped to raise. They had, at all eveats, inaugurated a new commercial 
life in that district, and South Staffordshire, which was supposed to be dead, was 
alive again, and they would have the satisfaction of knowing that by their enter- 
prise, foresight, and skill tey had contributed to that desirable end. 

It was unanimously resolved that Mr. Johnson's report should be received and 
entered upon the minutes; that Messrs. Reuben Farley, Jolin Field, and William 
North were re-elected directors, and that Messrs. Laundy, Harrison, and Co. were 
re-appointed auditors, a vote of thanks to the Chairman aud directors terminating 
the proceedings. 

Considerable interest was taken in the immense pit frame over the large shaft, 
which was only just completed, and in the self lubricating colliery tubs, designed 
and patented by Mr. Henry Johnson, jun., which are to be put in operation at this 
colliery. It is said these tubs only require a supply of oil about once a month. 

Prior to the meeting a large number of shareholders descended the shaft, and 
were conducted through the principal workings by Mr. H. Johnson, jun., and ex- 
pressed themselves highly gratified with the progress made since last year.

Aug. 26.—For your meeting on Tuesday I beg to hand the following report, but 
from circumstances impossible to control it will necessarily be shortand somewhat 
imperfect:—The mine has been under water almost the whole time since the re- 
gistration of the company, for want of sufficient surface water at this season of the 
year to drive the water-wheel. We have met this by the purchase of a new and 
powerful portable steam-engine; this and a new crushing-mill are on the mine, 
with all the necessary driving wheels and gear, and are in course of erection and 
well advanced, but not yet ready to work. I fully expected to get all into opera- 
tion by this time, but much more work than appeared at first sight, and in my 
anxiety to have it going, was involved. First, the situation of the wheel, being on 
a sharp declivity, required a level embankment to be built up for a considerable 
height to carry the engine and crushing-'nill; this took up a great deal of time 
and work, but is now finished. We have also had much trouble in obtaining me- 
chanics, and afterwards to keep them to work; this class of men available on the 
island are scarce—we have, in fact, nc choice. Iam. however, assured to-day that 
the crushing-mill will be ready to work in a fortnight. With reference to the un- 
derground prospects of mine, so far as we have proceeded, they are as follows : — 
When we got possession of the mine the water enabled us to make trials at and 
about 5 fathoms below the 25; at the latter point, where a small level had been 
driven cut northwards, we cutin.o the western side, and soon came upon a rich 
lode of lead and blende, which we valued at 80/. per fathom. This we proved in 
three places near to each other. Since then in stoping the lode we have found a 
splice, and the valuable part doss not go above the point of discovery, but below 
is cast into the western side ard along the bottom, and in the winze we have a 
good and prodactive lode. To prove and test this property we have anxiously 
waited to get at the 40, and te moment the water permitted no time was lost in 
cutting into the side, which we did close to the shaft, and soon opened outa stron 
blende lode about 8 ft. wide, and since then we have proved the side of the leve 
further north and find a similar lode, but richer in blende, and altogether in whole 
ground, and up to the present we have not seen any foot or lying wall; the lead- 
bearing part may yet be standing off to the west, and which we shall lose no time 
in looking after. On Monday morning we shall turn further attention to the lode

Mr. James Hickey (the secretary) read the notice convening the 
meeting, and the statement of accounts, showinga balance in favour 
of the mine, charging the costs to July 8, of 54/.

ECHOES FROM THE MINING MARKET, 


Investments continue to be made in lead shares, but in the other 
departments of the market little activity is exhibited. In colliery 
shares there has been an isolated “‘ spurt” in Chapel House, but most 
other securities of this class are at almost nominal prices, and those 
extremely low. In the case of Chapel House the quotation from 
about 2} to 24 rose quickly to 3% to 33, at which a good many bar- 
gains were made, but the price is not so strong at the close. The 
causes of this sudden advance are not far toseek. The ehares have been “‘ beared,” 
the stock has been very scarce on the market, and these circumstances, combined 
with the receipt of some country buying orders, has given the “ bulls” an oppor- 
tunity (of which they promptly availed;themselves) to create an apparently strong 
market. We hear the colliery continues to do well, but it would be a matter of 
extreme difficulty to offer an opinion as to the true value of the shares until the 
company has surmounted its financial difficulties. At present it is virtually in 
the hands of the vendor, who holds a mortgage of about 60,000/. on the property, 
and, of course, until that has been considerably reduced the shares (which really 
rank as a third charge—that is, after the vendor's claim and the debentures) can 
scarcely be expected to have a permanent rise. 

The company have covenanted to pay off their mortgage at the rate of 10,000/. 
per annum, but the last instalment is in arrear. We hear the directors have lat- 
terly received some larger applications for debentures, but until the entire 40,000/, 
issue has been placed the financial condition of the company cannot be called a sa- 
tisfactory one. The sharcholders appear to possess a good property, but unless 
funds are forthcoming to reduce their mortgage, and complete the outlay in ma- 
chinery account, so that the deeper measures may be won and developed, we fear 
they will find themselves in an awkward position. We have every wish for tlie 
success of the company, which so far has distinguished itself by making moderate 
profits at a time of almost unprecedented depression; and at the moment of writ- 
ing are glad to receive a circular from the company stating that arrangements have 
been made to postpone further payment on account of the mortgage until Novem- 
ber next. It is, of course, merely a liability deferred, but it will give the company 
breathing time, and if they succeed in placing the remainiug debentures tiiey will 
be able to reach the depth at which they expect so great an increased output, and 
at the same time place their relations with the vendors on a satisfactory footing. 

In lead shares the demand has been confined to the usual favourite mines, but 
Pennerley and Rookhope have been in especial fivour. There has been a better 
enquiry, too, for Glyn, and also (although the shares are scarce) for West Tanker- 
ville (pref.) Roman Gravels are 13% to 14W,and firm. Van, 37 to 38; rather 
weaker at a 10s. decline. West Chiverton, 17% to 18%, cum div.; Tankerville, 
10% to 1034; West Tankerville, 134 to 154; Pennerley, 1% to 134; Rookhope, 18s. 
to 20s. East Van have nearly touched 10/., owing to atight market and the advent 
of ‘buying in day.” Nothing has occurred at the mine to warrant the advance, 
and the present price seems scarcely commensurate with the results so far attained,

every particle of light, but it is now lifting, and the horizon is 
getting perceptibly clearer. The vapour may take some turn yet 
before it entirely vanishes, but it is evidently passing away, and at a rate, per- 
haps, more rapidly than expected ; the condensation, however, has proceeded from 
such manifold and extensive sources, and has been marked by so many weakening 
and destructive influences, that much support is needed to invigorate and give 
tone tothe system. The development of trade has been seriously affected and re- 
tarded, the causes at work have been exceptional, the circumstances complicated, 
the difficulties encountered very intricate; in fact, a series of events have occurred 
in rapid succession threatening and operating most disastrously against the inte- 
rests of the wholecommunity. The disorganisation has been complete, involving 
heavy sacrifices, deprivation of income, poverty, suffering, and general distrust. 
Adversity succeeded prosperity in such an extraordinary manner that the most 
elaborate calculations were frustrated, and no judgment could be formed according 
to any customary standard. The confusion and depression have been universally 
extending over Europe, Asia, Africa, and America. Scarcely any inhabitable part 


of the world has escaped, rendering it impossible to predict with any degree of | 
The most ex- | 


certainty the limits of the catastrophy or the period of its duration. 
perienced men of business assert that nothing similar has ever happened within 


their recollection; and, indeed, whenever was there such a combination of evils | 


coming and acting together? War, national bankruptcies and State repudiations, 
bank suspension and commercial failures, strikes, and falling exchanges. To these 
calamities are due the recent paralysis, the terrible havoc, and ruinous losses ; but, 
notwithstanding the severity of the crisis, commerce is not extinct, and hope is 
now strengthened by the better and more perfect order which prevails, and the 
brightening prospects of the future. 

Cur home trade is recovering, and the colonies are mending. The United States 
show symptoms of revival, and a decidedly more confident tone exists. Brazil is 
contracting for rails and pipes, and it is expected that China and Japan will soon 
follow. Australia also will shortly order largely of rails. The defaulting nations 
are setting their finances in order. Venezuela is about to resume payment of her 
dividends. Spain likewise. Egypt is in course of arranging her affairs. Peru 
has compromised. Turkey and the remaining defaulters will be forced to do some- 
thing erelong, and the plethora and cheapness of money will go far to assist and 
facilitate settlements. 

In the process of time the fa!len exchanges will be overcome, as well as every 
other difficulty, and any further reductions will certainly be less violent than 
hitherto. The public have had enough of foreign loans and scheming companies, 
and this wil] cause more money to be diverted into business channels, and the de- 

reciated value of metals especially offers a safe and favourable opportunity for 
investments, 

A plentiful harvest has been garnered In splendid condition, and the root crops 
are looking remarxably well since the late refreshing rains. What more, then, is 
wanted to stimu'ate the demand and to inspire a feeling of confidence? Nothing 
but the terminacion of that horribly disgusting Turkish war. And there will be 
no seci'rity until peace is established upon a permanent basis; but as socn as this 


is arranged considerable speculation may be expected, and a genera! rush to close | 


bargains before the markets proceed too far on their upward course. 


CoppER.—Chili bars have been in good demand, and prices are | 


firmly meintained. At one time the market was animated, and as- 


sumed a strong upward tendency, with every prospect of prices | 


rapidly advancing, but since the failure in carrying out the negocia- 
tions for peace there has been less confidence manifested in any 
immediate general improvement, and buyers, consequently, are not 
so eager to speculate for a rise, the price, therefore, may get gradually easier, but 
for every pound that it drops now it will advance two whenever peace is proclaimed 
and permanently established. There isa slight increase in the stock during the 
last fortnight, and that may also have a tempurary depreciating effect. The pre 
sent stock is 13.86% tons, against 13,580 tons on the 1lith inst., but the aggregate 
stock of all descriptions in Europe and afloat from Chili and Australia is about 
600 tons less than on August 1 last. The statistical position of this metal is, there 
fore, on the whole better, and very encouraging. Consumers should not be back 
ward in availing themselves of the present chance to get into stock, as the low 
price is not likely to continue longer than the first intimation that hostilities have 
ceased, and the peace of Europesecured. Speculation will move the market quickly 
when :t turns, and allow very little time for reflection. 

Inon.—The general aspect of the market is unchanged, and 
quietude continues to be the characteristic feature. The amount of 
business transacted is barely sufficient to support prices, but to sub- 
mit to further reductions would deprive sellers of that bare margin 
of profit which current rates cannot more than give them, and which 
in many instances is even declared to leave a positive loss. It has 
been frequently stated, and thereis little reason to doubt the veracity of the report, 
thar the manufacture of iron is decidedly nnremunerative, and in confirmation of 
this assertion reference need only be madetothe published accounts of the liability 
companies, and in them will be found the unmistakable evidence of this most un- 
palatable fact There are probably some exceptions, but the majority of the iron 
masters are dou vtless implicated, and scarcely know whether it would nov be more 
pradent to close their works entirely than to go on in the mere hope of doing better 
for the future. The obstinacy of the men in holding out for exorbitant wages, and 
adopting the most unnatural! course of curtailing the hours of labour with the object 
of maintaining their false position, has been the means of driving away the trade of 
the country and turning it into the hands of foreigners. The indiscretion must 
now be palpable to all, and it is to be hoped that they will profit by the past, and 
at once endeavour to repair the mischief. Toa certain extent it is irreparable, as 
the high prices of iron enable foreign houses to clear the preliminary expenses in- 
curred in opening their works and to give them a good start, consequently we are 
never likely to regain the demand from those districts where such works are 
situated. That has probably gone from us for ever, but without dwelling too much 
upon the irretrievable it is better to concentrate attention upon that which may be 
recovered, and with unanimity of feeling and identity of interest there is no reason 
why it should not be accomplished. To allow foreigners to supersede us would be 
a disgrace and dishonour to the name and character hitherto acquired as the in- 
domitable Englishman. The great aim must be to prevent these foreign com 
petitors from supplying markets beyond their own imme liate localities, and this 


should be undertaken with an energy and full detertinition that nothing shall |

THE FACTORY INSPECTORS’ REPORTS. 


We presume we must take it for granted that the almost ma- 
ternal solicitude of the Government for the health, comfort, and 
lives of young children and women is actuated by the purest and 
best motives. There can be no doubt that the struggles to live 
amongst the poor and labouring classes in the densely populated 
manufacturing and iron and coal districts is such that parents gladly 
resort to almost any means to eke out a miserable pittance or add 
to the small weekly wage which has to suffice for the family needs. 
With this object in view, young children and girls are piaced in 
factories, in brickfields, tin-plate works, iron mills—in short, any- 
where where this labour finds employ, and such is now the keen 
competition in the ironworks and the various manufactories that 
this labour finds ready acceptance. That young children and girls 
are employed at far too early an age, and in work which severely 
taxes their physical power, none can deny, and the reports of the 
Inspectors for the past year conclusively prove; but in the whole- 
sale denunciation with which such young and female labour is con- 
demned too little regard is had to the family exigencies of the poor, 
and the powerful competition which now exists in every branch of 
our manufacturing industries; and the fact seems to be entirely 
disregarded that in the absence of such youthful labour many 
works would have to be closed, or could only be carried on at a 
positive loss, 

We can quite understand the difficulties which lie in the way of 
the Inspectors in efficiently carrying out the provisions of the some- 
what stringent Factory Acts, and the repugnance with which some 
parents regard the compulsory education of their children. There 
has been such a radical change in this direction within the last few 
years that the wonder is the law has made euch real and satisfac- 
tory progress rather than it has not yet met with universal accept- 
ance. The compulsory attendance of children at school is but the 
outcome of the more enlightened policy of very recent date, and 
any interference with the employment of children and girls in any 
mill or factory or field was never dreamt of in the childhood days 
of the present generation. Can we wonder, then, that such radical 
changes as are now enforced by the Factory Acts meet with oppo- 
sition from parents whose anxieties to provide for the family wants 
outweigh those discreet considerations which they certainly ought 
to possess for the future interests, physical, mental, and moral, of 
their children. Such radical changes require years of patient per- 
s:verance to brir.g about, and the evils of which the Government 
Inspectors complain as to the difficulty of enforcing the Act cannot 
be remedied ir a moment. 

But it is noc merely the cupidity of parents which prompts the 
employment of children and girls in many of the manufactories and 
other places where such labour now finds ready employ and good 
remuneration. The factis, as we have already hinted at, such youth- 
ful and female labour can scarcely be dispensed with. Machinery 
can certainly do much, and mechanical ingenuity is rapidly devising 
means by which the lighter work done by girls and children may 
be ultimately abandoned, and as employers find the provisions of 
the Factory Act more rigidly enforced, so will the necessity for 
such machinery become more essential. The scarcity of adult labour, 
however, in departments where young people and girls are now em- 
ployed is one powerful reason for suchemployment. Men will not 
do boys’ and girls’ work, especially when employers cannot afford 
to pay remunerative wages for such comparatively easy but subor- 
dinate, if not servile, occupation. It is all very well for newspaper 
writers, and even Government Inspectors, to theorise and eloquently 
expatiate as to the benefits accruing from the Act, and insist upon 
its rigid enforcement. They have nothing to do with its everyday 
practical application, or they would see that preaching is far more 
easy than practice, and theory altogether different to experience. 
We hesitate not to say that by far the majority of our larger manu- 
facturers have long since seen the value and necessity of many of 
the provisions of the Factory Act being carried out with a moderate 
degree of rigidity, and not only pay due regard to the provisions of 
the Act, so far asin them lies, but readily help the Inspectors in 
their labours and visitsinevery possible way. There are difficulties, 
however, in the way of the practical working of the Act which 
should be considered, and which time only can overcome. The 
statements of some of the Inspectors as to the obstacles placed in 
the way of the official performance of their duties are graphically 
told, but the hiding of a few little boys and girls when the Inspector 
is going his round scarcely warrants such an expenditure of eloquence. 
It does not show that determined opposition to the Act. or the open 
defiance to its provisions which some writers have inferred therefrom. 

That the Inspectors have difficulties to encounter in enforcing the 
stringent provisions of an Act of Parliament which is working such 
ratical changes in the social habits of the working classes is only 
to be expected, and that the Inspectors are honestly discharging 
their duties to the best of their ability is equally obvious. If they 
will continue to discharge those duties with some regard to the ob- 
stacies and impediments which lie in the way to the practical adop- 
tion of the Act they will deserve the commendation, not only of the 
employers, but of the children and girls whose interests it is chiefly 
intended to promote. Meanwhile, education is silently, but surely, 
working its way through the masses of the industrial and mining 


population, and as this advances the salutary provisions of the Act | 


will be more cordially welcomed, and the difficulties of the In- 
spectors proportionately lessened. It is to education, therefore, 
that Wwe principally look for ready compliance with the provisions 
of the Act. When parents can be taught that they owe their children 
higher duties—physical development and mental and moral ele- 


vation—then we may expect that the Factory Acts will be readily 
recognised and valued. And surely with the progress of education 
in recent years we have very much to encourage us in the future. 








OUR IRON TRADE. 


The Daily Telegraph has this week a leader on the shady'side of 
the “two dreary years” which have passed over the Iron Trade, 
and then opening the sunny side of the future, asks the oft-repeated 
question—“ Shall this trade rally ?” Answering, as we have already 
done, in the affirmative, it closes full of “confidence and hope,” ex- 
pressing its belief, in common with many others, that “‘ we shall 
never again monopolise the market of the world” with our com- 
moner iron, but that in quality and excellence we shall still stand 
pre-eminently first and unsurpassed. If we walk on ’Change, ob- 
serve our imports and patents, call on the engineers, visit the great 
ironworks, or travel over the mining districts, every indication 
points in one and the same direction. On ’Change, the better brands 
alone are wanted. Our readings of the imports from Spain and 
Sweden show how much we want manganiferous ores for our in- 
creasing productions of steel ; our patents reveal new processes for 
improving our iron and converting it cheaply into steel; our en- 
gineers are in quest of superior ores for the ironmasters—hematites 
by preference—which can be cheaply worked and cheaply conveyed ; 
our ironworks, Middlesborough-on-Tees for example, are undergoing 
mighty changes, and the capitalists who can remodel their works 
to the ideas and requirements of to-day will reap the harvest on the 
morrow. We have been resting content with the ordinary require- 
ments of iron, while Belgium, Germany, France, and America have, 
with rare energy, pulled up to our side and challenged therace. We 
have failed to keep ahead, and were unprepared for the change we 
— been passing through—an absolute epoch in the history of the 
trade. 

Not many years ago, when foreign competition was beginning to 
make its way, we fled, as usual in such cases, to cheapness rather 
than to quality, and that in the face of the whole engineering world. 
We have now to face the reaction. The inferior Welsh and Cleve- 
land ores are unmarketable, or if used must be largely mixed with 
richer and better kinds, and no ore seems in better favour for mixing 
at the present hour than the good old hematites, and specially those 
containing some proportion of manganese, for this is acknowledged 
on all sides to be the great improver of our iron, and the sine qua non 
of our steel. 

Now that the right tract is being followed, we are glad to see our 
ironmasters taking time by the forelock, and with a keen eye to 
thecredit of the profit and loss account, discarding everything which 
either in quality or price will not yield the best results, All eyes 
are fixed on the hematites of Cumberland, Devon, Cornwall, Sweden, 
and Spain, each of which has its particular characteristic. It is, 
however, to the three latter that we look for the manganiferous ele- 
ment, and the question of the day is—Can Cornwa!l save us from 
imports? This year these imports have much increased, and as yet 
Cornwall is not prepared to supply our wants, but Cornwall is un- 
developed in this particular mineral; it bas it in abundance, and 
we can safely say that shortly there need be no necessity for im- 
porting manganiferous hematites. There is a strong deposit of man- 
ganese in the centre of Cornwall which has combined with its iron, 
but it does not pay to raise it anywhere. In these times of strong 
competition we have to study well the local and geological situation 
of the lodes, so as to reduce the labour of getting and the cost of 
transit. Where such can be obtained there is no want of capital at 
command for its development, and we shall be glad to know of other 
engineers as fortunate as he who has at Trevarren fallen in witha 
situation which, perhaps, stands unparalleled.

COAL MINING ENTERPRISE. 


Not at all a meaningless phrase is that which our correspondents 
have recently had occasion to use when speaking of the business 
doing in coal in certain of the mining districts. ‘Coal is a drug,” 
they write, thereby we assume they mean that there is much more | 
coal offered in the market than the market needs. That this should 
now be the case no one remembering in what process of manufac- 
ture coal is mostly used will be surprised. The iron trade,says the 
report issued this week by the Sheepbridge Coal and Iron Company, 
which is one of the largest concerns in Yorkshire, is experiencing 
‘a depth of depression unprecedented in its history.” Were it not 
for the low prices brought about by the abundance of coal upon offer 
the steam coal trade would be very different to what it is. Hap- 
pily, the steam coal business which has been done for some few 
months past has been large, and that considerable demand has not 
yet ceased. The prices, however, are a distressing contrast to those 
which were sometime ago obtained, and there are men who argue 
that the mineral had, for the interests of its owners, better be al- 
lowed to remain zn situ than be brought to the surface and sold upon 
current terms, Other men, however, there are who, observing the 
| good old trade maxim of selling with the market, are doing busi- 
| ness at the terms at which alone businesscan bedone. And we think 
| they are wise. Whether coal is long to remain a“ drug on the 
| market” is an anxious question, not alone to those who are not sell- 
ing, but to those likewise who are selling at market rates, Norare 
these the only people who are concerned. In other districts, and in 
, some localities likewise hitherto altogether innocent of those erec- 
| tions which to the lover of a rural landscape are hideous, but which, 











turning an ill-paid agricultural labourer into a well-paid miner, 
|gladdens many hearts, it is a matter of no little moment how long | 
the business of coal mining is to remain so unprofitable as it now | 
generally is, 
Vast sums have lately been spent in more largely developing the | 
existing collieries, as well as in proving strata before deemed doubt- | 
ful. Those investments have not always been injudicious; on the 
contrary, the bulk of them have been wisely undertaken, and whilst | 
some of them under careful management have been carried to com- | 
pletion, others are nearing that point. It was never in any pre- 
| vious autumn possible to bring to daylight the amount of coal 
| which could now be offered for sale. But before Christmas comes 
the proportion will be much greater than, perhaps, has marked any 
previous three nionths in the history of the industry. Nor is there 

| reason to conclude that in the next few years the proportion of in- 
| creased capacity of output will be conspicuously lessened. The in- 
| telligence from time to time specifically communicated in the 
| columns of the Journal will have prepared our readers for this gene- 
|ral remark, It is hardly necessary that we should here indicate the 
districts in which great activity is being manifested by mining en- 
gineers in the development of rew colliery concerns of an extensive 
character. We may, nevertheless, turn our attention fora moment 
to at least some little of what is being done in preparations to win 
coal in a previously unworked portion of what is now found to be 
a continuation of the most valuable part of the old Staffordshire 
coal field. Atacost of hard upon 100,000/. the Sandwell Park Com- 
pany have put themselves in a position to supply the market with 
a very much greater quantity of Thick coal than has ever before been 
brought up from any pair of pits throughout the whole of that dis- 
trict. They have proved below the Permians, in a direction north- 
ward from the shaft bottom, for a length of 881 yards, and at that 
point they left off with the coal 84 yards thick. To the boundary 
of their estate, in a westerly direction, they have driven a pair of 
roads for a distance of 360 yards. There they have begun to open 
out the firstside of work. Northward the road has run level ; west- 
ward the road rises 1 in 7.

It is not a little singular that while English industrials are gy, 
plaining of Belgian competition, Belgian industrials themselres et 
hibit an air of mournfulness and melancholy. They appear qiiy 
unconscious of the triumphs which they are reputed to havea 
chieved upon the English markets, and seem a prey to wearin, 
and depression. It is, of course, of some importance to consider thy 
causes of the languor which distinguishes Belgian metallurgy jg 
common with the metallurgy of France and Gerinany. These causs 
can be ascertained, in our judgment, without very much difficulty 
In the first place, the construction of railways has now made au 
progress upon the European Continent that all the chief towns an 
united together, and the more recently established lines are eos 
quently attended with less lucrative results. These less lucratiry 
results have a tendency to chill railway enterprise, to some extent: 
and this, of course, checks in turn the demand for rails and accu 
sories. In the second place, the feverish speculation which pr 
vailed in the principal monetary centres of Germany upon the om 
clusion by the Germans of their extraordinarily successful campin 
with France was attended with the inevitable subsequent reaction 
and collapse, the effects of which have not yet altogether pase 
away. In the third place, the greatly extended use of steel railway 
material has indubitably had the effect of contracting the consump 
tion of iron for railway purposes. Steel rails last so long thatth 
quantity of material used for renewal purposes has been greitly 
diminished. It is true that asteel rail has to be made justasm 
iron rail has to be produced, but the steel rail once made is pn 
tically indestructible, unless it should happen to be laid down upa 
some piece of line upon which the pressure of traffic is extra 
dinarily great, and even then it presents remarkable powers oi m 
sistance. In the fourth place, the ramifications of the Belgian im 
trade are less extensive than those of the English iron trade, and ay 
check in the consumption of iron is consequently felt more server 
in Belgium than it would be in Great Britain. In the fifth plan, 
there is a general weakness of credit in European countries, Fram 
perhaps excepted, 

It is from such adverse influences as these that the Belgian int 
trade appears tu be—at any rate, temporarily—suffering. Whetie 
any recovery will soon be witnessed remains to be seen, but thet 
cannot be said to be any prospect of it at present. Belgian melt 
lurgy suffers, of course, sympathetically from the languor which cl 
racterises the iron trades of England and France, and until theres 
general revival of creditin Europe there is little hope of any change 
for the better in the position of Belgian industrials. It is certally 
quite a mistake to suppose that Belgian ironmasters and Belgiat 
iron-producing companiesare exceptionally favoured and pr epee 
while the corresponding class in Great Britain is exceptionaiy 
fortunate and depressed. The two classes share, to some extellt, Ut 
same common misfortunes. Belgian industrials are, however, fu 
alive to all the attendant circumstances, good and bad, with we 
they have to deal, and there are some goud features in the cael 
well as several bad ones. Thus, if the work of eonstructingi®

REPORT FROM CORNWALL. 


Ang. 31.—There is no disguising the fact that the gloomy view of 
the prospects of Cornish mining is that just now most prevalent. 
Nor can it be said that there is not strong reason for this, though 
we always do find the croakers to be the wisest and most obtru- 
sive members of society, and Cornwall has its full share of them. 
Yet it is surely worth considering at such a juncture as this that all 
cannot be lost while the mineral wealth of the county still abounds, 
and the problem to be solved is not its existence but its develop- 
ment. If the standards have been as low before, and we all know 
they have, why may not the tide turn again? And if the conditions 
in some respects are unfavourable as compared with those of former 
periods of depression, are they not in others compensated by the 
improvement of machipery and the introduction of more econo- 
mical processes? These are points that deserve careful considera- 
tion before any stepsare taken that cannot readily be retraced. Of 
course it cannot be expected that there will not be some stoppages, 
but there is no need why they should be madg in a panic. 

There is a small crumb of comfort in the fact that last week there 
was a slight rally in the tin market. This is said to have arisen 
from a demand for tin from China, which is one of the large con- 
sumers of thatmetal, Although China does not purchase from the 
English market, but from the Dutch, every purchase lessens the 
stocks, and, consequent! y, increases the price. 

The Cornwall Railway Company half-yearly meeting, held at Fal- 
mouth last week, was of unusual interest. Since the line was 
opened the receipts have been more than doubled, and the past half- 
year has been exceptionable favourable, inasmuch as while there 
has been an increased receipt of 1439/. there has been a decrease in 
the working expenses of 3699/. In this way the deficit, which 
twelve months ago stood at 10,632/., is now brought back to 51704. 
The profits on the working of the line are at the present moment 
actually sufficient to pay a dividend of 3 per cent. on the capital all 
round, and the reason why the concern is so terribly overweighted 
that it has incurred a liability under the guarantees of the asso- 
ciated companies of 214,000/. is simply that three-fourths of its 
capital is borrowed or preferential, on which 44 per cent. has to be 
paid. Mr, Tweedy (the Chairman) made a very interesting state- 
ment of the character and progress of the traffic. The first com- 
plete yeir’s traffic brought in a gross revenue of 57,635/. for the twelve months 
ending June 30, 1860, and this went on year by year as follows :—Twelve months 
ending June, 1860, 57,6352. ; 1861, 67,4117. : 1862, 63,290/.; 1863, 71,9187. ; 1864, 
84,947/. ; 1865, 91,282/,; 1866, 95,720. ; 1867, 93,086/.; 1868, 98,9702. ; 1869, 95,9301.; 
1870, 100,148/,; 1871, 105,088/.; 1872, 112,553/.; 1873, 125,873/.; 1874, 136, 1251. ; 
1875, 130,719/.; 1876, 130,013/. The large traffic of 1868 was due to an exception- 
ally good season for fish, but mainly to the receipts in consequence of the exhibi- 
tion of the Bath and West of England Society, held at Falmouth at that period. 
Prom that date the increase was steady year by year until in 1874 the total 
amounted to 136,000/., 60007. more thanat present. In that year they had tocarry 
close upon 200,000 tons of mineral, and were paid 18,000/. for doing so The 
traffic in minerals was now subject to competition, and had met with a check, 
which had not only prevented any increase, but had reduced the year’s freight 
by 55,000 tons and the revenue by 6500/. With the exception of the one item of 
clay, the receipts had remained stationary at 130,00. during the last three years 
past, as they remained in the same manner at 96,000/. for the four years ending 
June, 1869. It was a remarkable coincidence that for the period during which 
the Cornwall traffic was comparatively at a standstill—from June, 1865, to June, 
1869—the general traffic of the kingdom was at a standstill also. The average 
traffic per mile in the United Kingdom for the year 1865 was 2701/., and in 1869 
was 2712/,, but during the next five years the r-ceipts per mile increased from 
2712, to 3462/., almost identically in the {same ratio as the Cornwall receipts in- 
creased in the same period from 1463/. per mile to 1983/. 


The exhibition of the Royal Cornwall Polytechnic Society opens 
at Falmouth next week. The number and character of the entries 
give every promise of a large and a very successful exhibition. 
South Kensington contributes a large and valuable collection of 
articles, among them some exceedingly fine electrotype reproduc- 
tions of armour. Messrs. Minton, of Stoke-upon-Trent, forward a 
complete series of articles illustrative of ‘porcelain and pottery. 
The mechanical department will be exceedingly full. 








TRADE OF THE TYNE AND WEAR. 


Aug. 30.—The shipments of coal on these rivers continue large 
especially steam, and there is also an improved demand for gas and 
house coal. The demand for coke is very sluggish, and prices are 
extremely low, so that no profit is left from the sale of coke or 
coking coal, and the same remark applies to manufacturing coal of 
all kinds, In Northumberland the sale of best steam coal has been 
good for some time, and the men well employed, but as a large 
amount of small coal is produced, which is quite unsaleable, immense 
quantities have accumulated at the works, and this will, no doubt, 
in time ignite, and the valuable fuel will be consumed. It is not 
likely that it would pay for each party to erect works for the con- 
version of this slack into patent brick fuel, but no doubt such works 
established on the Tyne and Wear would prove remunerative, as the 
coal could be bought in large quantities at a very low rate. There 
is, however, no doubt that the masters will use every exertion to 
reduce the quantity of small coal produced and increase the round 
coal, while it is simply the duty and interest of the men to aim at 
the same result. 

The court of arbitration in the Durham coal trade was opened in 
the Queen’s Ilead Hotel, Newcastle, the question for decision being 
a claim by the Durham coalowners for a reduction of wages amount- 
ing to 15 per cent. in the case of the hewers and 10 per cent. for the 
aboveground workmen. The coalowners were represented by Mr. 
William Armstrong, of Pelton Fell, and Mr. Henry Murton, of Bid- 
dick, as arbitrators, while their case was conducted by Mr. Lindsay 
Wood, Mr. J. B. Simpson, and Mr, Theo. Wood Bunning. Mr. Lloyd 
Jones and Mr. William Crawford were the arbitrators on behalf of 
the men, whose case was conducted by Mr. John Fereman and Mr. 
N. Wilkinson. Mr. G.J.Shaw Lefevre, M,P., acted as umpire. The 
latter gentleman took his seat in court at 11 o’clock, and the pro- 
ceedings were commenced by Mr. Bunning reading the case of the 
coalowners. A discussion followed, after which Mr. Wilkinson read 
the case of the workmen. 

The iron market at Middlesborough on Tuesday was fairly at- 
tended, but the tone of the market was flat. There were some sales 
of pig-iron, but they are mostly below the current rates, as there are 
inany in the trade compelled to realise under the pressure of the 
financial conditions which now rule. The leading makers of the 
district, if they do not get prices, abstain from selling, preferring to place their 
iron in stock. There are no fresh difficulties heard of since last week, and these it 
is hoped will get arranged, though petitions are being filed in others. A large out- 
put of iron is yet maintained, and mostly, it is believed, got rid of as fast as made, 
so that no heavy additions to stock may be expected. In this respect the trade 
of the district presents very favouralle features, and will compare with any other 
district. The demand for coke and ironstone has scarcely at all diminished, and 
steady employment is afforded, generally speaking, in both of these depart- 
ments. Rails, ordinarily the great staple of the finished iron trade, has formed 
but a very small proportion of the manufacture compared with the productive 
oapacity of the works. There have been a few enquiries, but it is doubtful if any 
substantial orders will be secured. Plates are dull. Bars are rather better en- 
quired after. The prices are unchanged. The quotations of pig-iron are some- 
what difficult to fix, owing to the difference which appears. The average figures 
appear to be about No. 1, 493.; No. 3, 45s. 6d. to 46s.; No. @ forge, 41s. 6d. to 
42s. The coal and coke trades are dull, and prices lower. There is little enquiry. 

NORTHERN INSTITUTE OF MINING AND MECHANICAL ENGI- 
NEERS.—A general meeting of members will be held in the Wood 
Memorial Hall on Saturday. A number of gentlemen stand for 
election as usual. The following paper will be read and discussed :— 
“On the Coffering of Shafts to Keep Back Water,” by Mr. N. R.

“Remarks on the Coal Measures of and Oil Produce of the United 
States of America,” by Mr. E. F. Boyd. 

The members of the Colliery Engineers Society have had an excur- 
sion to the Monkwearmouth, Silksworth, and Ryhope Collieries. 
Those are amongst the most remarkable coal mines of this district, 
and as the coals have to be raised from a depth of 300 fms, and up- 
wards at all those pits the machinery is of large proportions. Of 
course the machinery and appliances at those worke will prove 





not only interesting, but highly instructive to the members of the 
Institute of Mechanical Engineers. At Ryhope there are objects of 
special interest. The system of carrying compressed air under- 
ground for the purpose of working hauling and pumping engines 
has been carried out on a large scale. It has been found that by 
this system horses have been almost entirely superseded, and a great 
saving of enpense has been the result. At present two very large 
engines are in course of erection at the surface for the purpose of 
supplying compressed air to work the underground engines in ad- 
dition to the engines at present working. 








REPORT FROM MONMOUTHSHIRE AND SOUTH WALES. 


Aug. 31.—Yet another month has gone by, and the Iron Trade 
still remains in a state of utter stagnation. When an alteration for 
the better is to come no one now dare venture to predict, although 
there are some who believe that the lowest point has been reached. 
It is to be hoped that this supposition may b2 correct, but there are 
at present no indications to lead one to arrive at such a conclusion, 
On the other hand, there are the pessimists, who lament over what 
they call the total collapse of the iron trade of the district, which 
has gone never more toreturn. Butalthough prospects undoubtedly 
do look gloomy, I certainly am not inclined to take such a view of 
things. The loss of the American demand has proved, of course, a 
heavy blow to Welsh ironmasters, and the state of affairs, so far as 
Russia is concerned, is sufficient to cause anxiety; yet it must be 
remembered that there will soon be fresh fields open to receive our 
rails. Railway enterprise has already shown itself in both China 
and Japan, and when further development comes—as it undoubtedly 
must—there is no reason why the Welsh ironmasters should not share in the con- 
tracts which will be given out. It is a subect, however, worthy of consideratioa 
as to whether steel-makiag is not now a more profitable occupation than the ma- 
nufacture of iron. Undoubtedly the steel rail is that of the future, and Govern- 
ment is now recognising the merit of steel over iron plates in shipbuilding. Six 
new steel corvettes have been ordered to be built on the Clyde. It is said—and it 
is to be hoped the statement is correct—that a large portion of the plates will be 
made at the works at Landore, in the Swansea district. During the past week 
the clearances of iron have been about up to recent averages, and that is saying 
all. Sweden and Norway have been the destinations of most of the cargoes. Pig- 
iron is du!!, and bars still in limited request. Tinplates are unaltered. 

Things remain about as usual in the Coal Trade. Notwithstanding the large 
shipments still made prices are the same as they have been for several months 
past. In house coal there is a slight movement for the better. Patent fuel unal- 
tered. Among the recent discoveries of coal which have taken place in the district 
two may be instanced—at Llantwit Vardre and Glynogwr (Pont y-pridd), both in 
Glamorganshire. At the Wauncaegwrwen Colliery the strike has terminated. 
The dispute between masters and men at Cefngolen Colliery (Gowre-road) has also 
come to an end. 

A week or so ago a collier was killed in the New Tredegar Colliery by inhaling 
as. The Deputy-Inspector of Mines (Mr. Cadman) expressed his opinion at the 
nquest that if the poor fellow had attended to the rules of the mine his life would 

not have been lost. The jury blamed the management for not clearing the fall 
on which the ges formed, and also found neglect on the part of the fireman in not 
barring off the dangerous spot. They added, ‘‘ We deem it the duty of the In- 
spector of Mines to bring justice to bear upon those officials who have so neglected 
their duty.” : ; 

The strike of employees of the Taff Vale Railway Company stil] exists. The men 
seem determined not to give in, and it is said that the company will have diffi- 
culty in getting their repairing work done elsewhere, as most of the men employed 
at engiueering firms are unionists. 

The prospec’s of the Newport (Alexandra) Dock Compuny are so far cheering, 
the facilities offered to vessels having the effect of rapidly increasing the company’s 
revenue. Asa case in point it may be stated that this month the receipts of the 
company will be larger than they have been since the opening of the dock, being 
close on 4000/, 

The Monmouthshire Railway Company's half-yearly meeting was held at New- 
port today. The line is now leased to the Great Western Company, and the divi- 
dend of 6% per cent. per annum guaranteed to shareholders was ordered to be paid 
on ordinary shares. A dividend at the rate of 5 per cent. per annum for the half- 
year was also ordered to be paid on preferential stock and shares. 





REPORT FROM THE FOREST OF DEAN. 


Aug. 30.—Since our last some changes have taken place, the staff 
of workmen and manager at the Flour Mill Colliery sre reported 
paid off, heavy losses by the proprietors having led to this step, 
17,000/., it is averred, having been expended at the pit without any 
adequate return. It had been anticipated that after the alterations 
and improvements a large additional output of coal would have 
been effected, but has not at all equalled expectation, so the pro- 
prietor, it is understood, has resolved to take the management into 
his own hands, but that although operations will be resumed it will 
only be by the men accepting a reduction of wages, and 25 per cent., 
it is reported, was the reduction proposed, but it can s2arcely ba 
expected that the men, already low paid, will quietly submit to 
such a sweep. To escape the pressure upon the men by present 
bad times some are looking towards the colonies, though it is with 
great reluctance they sever themselves from the old country. Stock work, how- 
ever, has wrought terrible suffering in families, so that when work stops altogether, 
though but temporarily, it is no wonder that labourers, colliers, and other miners, 
should seriously think of seeking the means of subsistence in other lands. 

We are pleased, however, to report some improvement at collieries, more espe- 
cially on the eastern side of the Forest basin, men being now engaged in several 
instances a day or two extraa week to what they were a short time since. Tra 
falgar Colliery appears to be the most fortunate, as work there is nearly to average 
times. The stores of pig iron, too, in some instances, are being reduced, notably 
so at the Cinderford furnaces, but smelting remains as for some little time past. 
The iron mines in operation are worked toa considerable extent to store the ore 
against more prosperous times, or a rise in the market that shall justify making 
pig to a greater extent. The plant of Forest furnaces is by no means eqnal to the 
demand of the district, an immense amount of ore remaining under the Forest 
hills and in the basin, but when the gales already granted, but remain as virgin 
property, are opened we shall hope to see the investment of capital in the erection 
of additional smelting works, as it must be evident that wirh a plentiful supply of 
coal close at hand iron could be more advantageously manufactured on the spot, 
as the cost of transport of ore would be saved. We hope, therefore, to see some 
of our local capitalists take up the subject in earzest, instead of merely talking 
about it. 

The question of water supply for Cinderford seems now to be 
narrowing up for practical solution, a Government Inspector being 
announced for an enquiry at Cinderford on Friday next. The sani- 
tary authority proposes to borrow between 5000/. and 6000/. for the 
purpose, and the enquiry is to receive evidence and raise objections. 
Water is much needed generally through the district, and we hope 
the coming enquiry will not prove a farce. A controversy has just sprung up in 
reference to the Whimsey and Mitcheldean Road Railway, a local correspondent 
having announced in most confident terms that the said line will be completed 
and epened for traffic in December next, and the paragraph has had extensive 
circulation through the country, or, at all events, through this part of it. And it 
is certainly time that such were the case, but whatare the facts? Well, although 
the line is less than five miles in length, .nd has been in course of construction 
for some few years past (we cannot stay co verify by necessary references), only a 
short length of itis anything like near completion. There are two tunnels —one 
very short, but the other nearly half a milein length, and although the line has 
been in course of construction for years, yet vot one stone of arehing inside of the 
tunnel has been laid. A headway has been cut a good way through, leaving at 
present, in fact, between 40 and 50 yards of the heading to be cnt through the solid 
rock or earth, as the case may be, to complete the driftway from end to end, and 
a beginning has been made to cut yack for the size of the tunnel, but at the rate 
of progress which has obtained for its past working history, it would take nearly 
two years more to finish the tunnel. No wonder the directors should be annoyed 
and out of heart atsuch slow progress, for it is reported that those gentlemen are 
very dissatisfied that the works proceed at no greater pace. It appears passing 
strange for an engineer to cut ¢ tunnel like the one in question the greater part of 
the way through and not make it its proper size, and follow up with staining or 
arching over; indeed, we should not be surprised any day to hear that a dozen 
had been buried alive, as its carth and rocky roofing looks most dangerous to life. 
Surely the Government Inspector of Mines ought to visit the tunnel in its present 
state, for in case of loss of life some one would be considered culpable from 
negligence, as men’s lives ought not to be held at such a cheap rate. 

According to our non-professional ideas the permanent arching inside the tunnel 
should follow on close to the excavations, that as the excavators made way by 
clearing room, so should the masons follow up with the permanent masonry, but 
after years of slow excavation not a brick or stone of the permanent walling has 
yet been laid. Surely it is time for the directors to effect a change that will secure 
more expeditious efforts. What strikes us as desirale is that the directors should 
place in the tunnel double the present number of excavators, with an additional 
foreman or ganger, and keep the operations (by relays) going night and day. 
Also, as fast as it can be cleared out for the purpose, different gangs of masons 
should be carrying on the arching at different parts of the tunnel at the sime time, 
and then it might be expected that the tunnel! could and would be completed some 
time before the end of next summer. Some men, untrammelled by ofliclous med- 
dlers, would, by the use of such means as those indicated, finish it by next Mid- 
summer, but to do that every available space of the tunuel would hive to be oc- 
cupied by workmen actively engaged. And it would pay the directors better to 
give a good price for the work than to dawdle on as has been the cise with opera- 
tions in the past. To speak moderately, the line ought to have been finished more 
than a year ago. And the loss is serious—loss to the directors and shareholders, 
and loss to colliery proprietors and owners of iron mines, for want of the outlet 
which this line will afford for their Forest produce. Were the line complete! and 
opened there would be a chance of dividends for the shareholders, and considerable 
advantages to colliery and mine owners by having an additional outlet for their 
produce, and lastly, the travelling public would be greatly convenience! in going 
out or coming iuto the Forest of Dean—of course, we mean in those particular 
directions. Were the tunnel completed the rest could be finished in a very short 
time. We regret to hear that the Great Western Company is acting in an ob- 
structing and unreasonable manner as to the sale of the necessary land which wil! 
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form the junction of the Whimsey branch at Mitcheldean Road Station, but as we 


~ossess all the data it is possible that some misapprehension exists on the 
Sauget lor we know nothing more thau hearsay ou that particular point, but the 
rest that we have written on we saw with our eyes. 








REPORT FROM DERBYSHIRE AND YORKSHIRE. 


Sept, 1.—At the lead and coal mines of Derbyshire a steady busi- 
ness is being carried on, but there is plenty of room for improve- 
ment in both. Of late, so faras regards lead ore, there has been very 
little to notice, for no new mines are being opened out, whilst there 
are a good many that have been abandoned. As before stated, capi- 
talists ao not appear to like investing in Derbyshire lead mines, and but few in- 
ducements are held out to them to doso. Still some of the private firms, men of 
capital, have done very well, whilst scarcely so much can be said with respect to 
some of the companies that have been working mines. Still there is every reason 
to believe that there are extensive fields as yet untouched that will be properly 
developed. Some new collieries are being opened out, although the time is cer- 
tainly not favourable for new ventures in that direction, seeing that there are 
far more pits at work than can find full employment for the men. Shirland ap- 

rs likely to be closed, owing to the exhaustion of the capital, whilst share- 
holders and debenture holders are not likely to sink any more of their money iu 
the concern. House coal at some places has slightly improved, but taken alto- 
gether it is the reverse of brisk, so that many colliers are only partially employed. 

The usual season of activity for steim coal is fast drawing to a close. and it cer- 
tainly cannot be considered us a very vrisk one, owing in a great degree to the de- 

ressed state of the iron trade, which has led to the output of that description of 

uel being considerably in excess of what has been required. In small coal there 
is not so much doing. Iron of every description is in somewhat moderate demand, 
although most of the foundries appear to be favourably off for business. Makers 
of Bessemer rails are doing a steady trade, with every appearance of continuing 
to do so,for steel rails are rapidly increasing in the estimatiou of railway authorities, 
as being more economical than those made of iron. Ax 

In Sheffield there has been scarcely any improvement worth noticing for some 
weeks past, and a good many workmen are still on short time. The cutlery 
branches are amoogst the worst, and but little is doing with America. Those en- 
gaged in the production of munitions of war and plates of great thickness have 
been doing very well of late, seeing that the continental Goveruments, whilst all 
declaring and preaching peace, are at the same time making active preparations 
for war. Some of the houses engaged in the steel trade are rather better off than 
they were, whilst the Belgian makers of carriage springs are likely to have a hard 
time of it, as there is every probability that it will be driven out of the English 
market at least by the Universal spring, which has been most successfully tested 
over several lines of railway. In South Yorkshire the Coal Trade remains in much 
the same state it has been in for several weeks, household qualities being still 
quiet. Shipments from the Humber ports to the North of Europe have kept up 
very well. 

at the Carlton Colliery the coal will shortly be reached from the second shaft, 
when operations on an e<tensive scale will be carried out. At the Dartield Main, 
where the men have been out for a short time, work will be resumed to morrow 
on the masters terms with some slight moditications. The Miners’ Association 
evidently does not get on very well, and many of the members are much dissatis- 
fied with the changes that have taken place, and it is quite probable that before 
very long it will collapse—it may be to see it established on a more solid and endur- 
ing basis. But the great difficulty will be to ignore the claims of the widows and 
children whose husbands paid their money for the purpose of obtaining certain 
benetits for their families, but a portion of which, at least, it is now proposed to 
deprive them of. What the result will be a very short time will tell. At the 
Wharncliffe Woodmoor Colliery the men are still on strike, so that the place has 
been standing for nearly six months. It is said the colliery as yet has rot paid 
any dividend to the shareholders, and that it is just as profitable to keep it stand- 
ing as working. The result of this state of things may be easily predicted. 

A CoLLteRs’ UNION’s EXPERIENCE IN COLLIERY OWNING.—The 
attempt of the South Yorkshire miners to be themselves colliery 
owners is resulting most disastrously. The association purchased a 
few years ago a colliery with the intention that the profits should 
go towards the funds of the association. The purchase capital was 
between 70,000/, and 80,000/., more than half of which was raised in debentures. 
For sometime past the association has been working the pit ata loss, and so serious 
has its position become that a conference between the directors and the debenture 
holders was found necessary. This took place at Derby, and lasted several hours.
